|>eiidelice was declared? He wa< at the 
b.-ad of eighty-tlircu men, close under 
the walls of 'i'ifonderoga. addressing Li> 
f brave Toliinte,-n>, “I am going (>ay* 
he) to lead you forward. The attempt 
is desperate. I wish to urge no man 
against his will. Those who will follow 
me. poise fire-locksThey were all 
poised. "Onward my brave fellows!" 
said Allen, aud led the way through ll» 
picket gate*, pa-sed the covered wav, 
formed hi* men in the fort, and instant-1 
ly rushed into the tpiarten, of lie la j 
Place, the half-dressed and tcrror-slrm k 
commander, aud demanded the instanta¬ 
neous surrender of the fort. 

In whose name do you demand it?" 
asked the trembling He la Place. 

It aurelv must Lave been at that time, 
under all ei room stances, a hard «|UCKtion 
to answer. “In the name of the Great 
.lefaovah and the Continenial Congress."* 

De la Place concluded that if the “Great 
Jehovah," liari sent such adesperate look¬ 
ing fellow at that time in the morning to 
take the fort, he had better give it up, 
and did accordingly. Having secured 
this important garrison for his cowntry, 
he hastened onward, and before the bril¬ 
liant sun of that day set, took Crown 


Point, ami captured Ili? Majesty’* only 
armed vessel on lake Champlain. 

This was the first cmujuvsl our coun¬ 
try ever presumed to call for herself, and 
this wa* <>nr first acceptable offering 
upon the altar of liberty, at which, may 
it never be forgotten, Ethan Allen offi¬ 
ciated as high priest. Hi' after services 
and ’offering in flu- cause uf hi* country, 
during the seven years' war of the K< vo¬ 
lution, come not within the limit? of this 
communication, jmd arc pa«sed over. 

At the close of the war. Colonel Allen 
took tip a trait of land in Colchester. 
\ run it.: upon which he labored with 
luueli iudii’iry-and skill, until he fount) 
himself in possvs’iiil, of one of the larg- 
e-t and best fanns for that day in tIn¬ 
state. lit? gn at bants were filled with 
good hay Hi-, granaries wen- ovcmIhw- 
ing will, wheat, rye, corn and oats. His 
ni.in«i>>n. from cellar to garret, was well 
stored with all the comfortable thing- the 
co'iutrv afforded. 

Mr*. Allen wa* a Iw-nevolent. kind, 
motherly, mini’ter-lnving iiiatreu. who 
never penuitleil hunger to remain un*at- 
i-»fie,l in lu-r house. Above all thing.- 
she esteeun-d it her es|K-*-ial privilege t-. 
wail upon “Ministers irf tile I to sped," «</' 
nil >/<'is>M(iw/ii>iu, and to see tin-in re¬ 
fresh tliem-elve* with *•^lllt-eake>>. ,, *'tl.ip 
jaeL?,** “pumpkin-pies." “ >parv-rili* | *• 
“mast turkeys." “sau-ages." &■<•.. wa*b 
t-d down with plentiful libation* of good 
tea and eider. E«pial care wa*extended 
to tin- beast in the barn as to the man in 
the liuu*e, until both man and beast 
thought it "g,md to be there.'' 

In that early day in the lu»f>»ry of Ver¬ 
mont. randy a Hireling boil’,- * as to he 
Seen, and those few seen. Colonel Allen 
bad. (without any regard to creeds) must 
generously contributed to erect, until, 
in order to build a new Hireling house 
anywhere in the neighlioring towns, the 
fir-t thing to be dour »a* to apply to 
Col. Allen, and if he said "goahead! ymt 
it. shall have a house." no matt'-r in 
what town, or what society was tu use 
the house went up at all events. 

Thus thing? stood, when after dinner 
one pleasant afternoon in the mouth of 
May. a« the ('oloitel was leading hi? hands 
from tin- lnui-e through the van! out in¬ 
to a distant field to labor, who should 
ri<le up but the Elder Aminidah Robin¬ 
son. the pious pastor of a Calvin Haptist 
Church in a neighboring town. The El¬ 
der's borer was large, but rerv lank, and 
the Elder himself looked rather pale, 
thin ami soln-r, a? if there wen- sonic 
want? in his tntwl or afirmafh which re¬ 
quired immediate satisfaction. Col. Al¬ 
len thus addressed him:

‘■Well, well." said Allen. “I must g<> 
into the field with my hamls: my nun will 
take your horse to the barn, where good 
hay aud uais will be liis companion, and 
you go directly into the house, where my 
wife will take good care of you, and you 
must make tip your mind to stay unt’l 
morning, and we'll settle the matter about 
the meeting house affair after tea to¬ 
night, ** 

The man took the horse to the barn, 
the Eider went into the botise, to the 
great joy of Mr?. Allen, and the Col. 
with his hands, to their labor in the field. 1 
Mrs. Allen supplied the good Elder with 
abundanre of nourishment for the body, 
and he hrrwith the most acceptable foodfor 
Ler Lope, and thus the afternoon passed. 
At early eve tic Colonel returned with 
his fellow laborers, after sop(ier retired 
with the Elder into a room by themselves 
and talked over the meeting house busi¬ 
ness. It waa soon agreed that the Elder 
Aminidab Robinson and his people should 
have a meeting house, and that the Col. 
waa to furnish forty dollar? worth of glaj; 
and nails, and pay ten dollar? in cash ; 
and as he owned a timber lot and aaw
